In a scholarly dissertation Dr. Tory, 
principal of Alberta's University, ad- 
dressed the Women's ® Canadian 
Club. The speaker chose as his sub- 
ject the growth of practica] ideals of 
education worked out as we should 
like to see them operated in this great 
new land of ours. By logical forms of 
argument, discussing the question 
from every point of view the speaker 
demonstrated that the sugcess of this 
lay not whefe those of twisted men- 
tality would have it, but where it 
should, viz: in the state system of 
schools. On _ this continent, the 
speaker pointed out, this was the gen- 


eral ideal to which every province in

schools high schools and the univers- 
ity are under direct state control, The 
last institution is affiliated with 
scientific bodies here making the 
tra.ning of men for medical, .egai-and 
other purposes possible.

“It is a pity that religious thought 
does not play a more prominent part 
in the educetione’ system of (today, 
but owing to the variance of thought! 
it seerhs well nigh impossible to ad-| 
just this,” continued the speaker.

To add force to his arguments Dr. 
Tory dipped into the past. He scanned 
the historical pages of ancient 
Greece, whose conviction it was that 
it was a disgrace to educate the lower 
classes—only one-tenth constituting 
free citizens were entitled tu intellec- 
tual development. As against this the! & 
great Disraeli had said in 1867: “We 
have made the masses our masters, 
we must educate them.” This after! 
the great statesman had been,forced 
to grant the franchise to the rank and 
file, 

The different ideals of education 
outstanding in former ages were out- 
lined. 

In old Spartan days the chief requis- 
ite to be educated was the training of 
the man to be the warrior, Then fol- 
lowed the age of rhetoric after which 
came a time of dearth of schoois. 

Emerging from this period was the

Leads Entire Dominicn in Money 
Expended by Province For 


Agriculture 


GOOD WORK DONE BY 
HON. DUNCAN MARSHALL 
Farmers of Alberta Can Secure 
High Grade Stock Right at 
Their Doors 


(From Morning Edition.) 

The latest number of the Agricul- 
tural Gazette of Canada, issued under 
direction of Hon. Martin Burrel, 
Dominion minister of agriculture, 
gives some interesting figures relative 
to the amounts spent by the several 
provincial governments through 
their agricultural departments in the 
development of agriculture, including 
the propagation of agricultural 
schools, courses of dnstruction for 
agriculturists and the betterment of 
farming conditions generally. 

According to the figures compiled 
by the Dominion department, the 
Province of Alberta leads the whole 
Dominion by a wide margin, making 
an allowance for agricultural pur- 
poses equal to $2.41 per unit of popu- 
lation, or nearly twice the amount 
per capita set aside for similar pur- 
poses by Saskatchewan, which comes 
second on the lst in this regard, Other 
provinees vary in amounts from 
about 89 cents per capita in British 
Columbia to less than 15 cents per 
eapita in New Brunswick. The amount 
of expenditures for agricultural pur- 
poses by the several provincial gov- 
ernments js given below, together with 
the population of the respective prov- 
inces as given by the census of 1911:

These figures exlain in an eloquent 
manner the reason for the rapid ad- 
vance made in the past few years in 
the farming, dairying and stock rais- 
ing industries in this province as com- 
pared with other provinces of the 
Dominion, 

Comparison With Ontario 

A mere comparison with the figures 
for Ontario, for instance, explains why 
it has’ been made comparatively an 
easy matter for the Alberta farmer 
and dairyman to procure pure bred 
specimens of the valuable dual-pur- 
pose Shorthorn, while the Ontario 
farmer, in a much better developed 
province, finds it almost impossible 
to secure first class animals of this 
and other popular breeds at anything 
save prohibitive prices. Not only is 
the explanation found in the larger 
wovernment expenditure, but as well 
in the fact tuat the Alberta minister 
of agriculture, Hon, Duncan Marshall, 
gives his entire time to the judicious 
and able management of his depart- 
ment.

The engines tore 
up the ground for a short distance 
and one piled on top of the other. 
Several cars followed and consider- 
able damage was inflicted to rolling 
stock, 

A train had possed over the switch 
a short time previous to the wreck. 
The matter has been placed in the 
hands of the mounted police by the 
C.P.R. and the red 
making a thorough investigation.

The Kikiju Religious Controversy 
Grows.More Strained as Re- 
ault of Letter 


—_—— 


London, Feb. 16.—The Bishop of 
Zanzivar has given new seriousness 
to the Kikiju religious controversy by 
addressing a remarkable letter to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in which 
he criticizes the archbishop's refer- 
ence of the matter to the committee 
of bishops at Lambeth. 

Bishop Weston argues that the 
archbishop’s use of the phrase, 
“Branches of. the church of Christ” 
as applied to the non-conformist 
bodies, indicates that the primate has 
prejudiced the case. He declares 
that the archbishop, consulting the 
Lambeth committee, will be taking 
the advice of those representing bish- 
ops and synods who have already 
compromised themsélves on the quus- 
tion. He asserts that the archbish- 
op’e questions have been framed so 
as to tend to indicate the direction 
from which an answer will be expect- 
ed. The Bishop of Zanzibar con- 
cfudes that unless the bishops of 
Mombasa and Uganda are found net 
to be at fault by an authority beyond 


| question, he will still have to deter- 


mine whether he can remain in com- 
munion with them, asserting ::As the 
spiritual father of my Africans I am 
bound to protect thefn from what 
falls little short of religious persecu- 
tion.” 

Bishop Weston says that under the 
present circumstances his own posi- 
tion is intolerable and hope for a 
united church in Africa is rendered 


vain.
